I use a 100 ft.end fed antenna, which goes out the basement window (the 
tuner is just inside the window), up the wall to the roof peak, then to a 
point about 40 ft. up in a tree in the backyard. I play this against a 100 
ft. counterpoise which lays on the ground along side my fence. It loads 
well on all bands up through 30 meters (I haven't tried it on the higher 
bands, because I have the driven element from a Mosely TA-33 Jrin the attic 
for 20, 15, and 10 meters. The wires pass through the window between the 
metal sash and the metal frame with (seemingly) little or no effect. The 
Tuner is a home-brew C-L-C "T" configuration, with no need for a balun. 
Maybe it shouldn't work, but ask the KnightLites net (80 meters) folks - I 
often check in from Missouri with 5 watts.

Have not tried this one, but it is supposed to work 40, 20, 17, 12, & 10 
meters without a tuner ! It is modeled after the G5RV, and supposedly 
works other bands with the use of a tuner, up to 80 meters. They 
reccommend that it be mounted as a flat top at least 42-45' high with the 
balanced line hanging vertically as far as possible. The dimensions are: 
a center fed dipole that is 90' 3'' long ( 45' 1.5'' each leg ) fed at 
the center with a 40' section of 450 ohm ladderline. The ladderline is 
terminated with a 1:1 balun ( you can use a coil of coax with 6 to 8 
turns 4'' in diameter for the balun ), then use the shortest length 
possible of coax to the shack from here. This is how it looks, if this 
diagram works.

Here is the one that worked best 
for me. a 50 ft Zepp (25 ft each "leg") bent around the room and the 2 ends 
almost meet...just shy of being a loop. Fed with 300 Ohm twinlead. In this 
case 20 ft of the cheapo flat ribbon cable stuff. Something interesting: At 
first I just used enough twinlead to get from feedpoint to tuner , a Johnson 
Matchbox in this case. They can be tricky to load. a local old timer with 
much know how suggested...add some feeder to it, even if you have to let some 
of it lay on the floor. Well, I added some until I had roughly 20 feet of 
feedline, about 10 feet of which was in a nice neat loop on the floor. 
Bingo...loaded up about everywhere I tried it....I don't remember that I got 
it to quite load on 10 but it loaded everywhere else. The feedline on the 
floor didn't seem to matter much...I got good reports on 5 or below watts.

Years ago I heard about and have used the following at times: 


It does assume that you have one of the Weller soldering guns, but you might can 
devise something else to suit your particular needs. 


If you can't get it directly from your own supply, find someone that can give 
you a FIRED .22 Rimfire Long Rifle cartridge case. Basically this is just a 
small brass cup so to speak. Then wedge the case inside the "U" of a solder gun 
tip -- like one of the Weller guns -- out near the tip. Heat up the tip and melt 
some solder with the rosin flux in the cartridge case. Just dip your wire leads 
in it to tin them or use the thing to "de-enamel" your wire. After it cools you 
can remove it and re-install later for more tinning.

The Stanford 46-meter Antenna successfully detected the 1-watt MGS Mars 
Relay Beacon from Mars during at test of the system on 1999-11-03 and 
1999-11-04. Initially, the results of the experiment failed to indicate 
a signal detection above background, although telemetry from on board 
the MGS 

spacecraft indicated the Mars Relay was operating nominally. A small 
timing error, discovered after the test in the Doppler compensation data 
used by 

Stanford to track the expected received frequency of the signal 
returning from Mars, prevented the signal from being resolved in the 
collected data. 

However, the effects from the Doppler timing error were exactly 
characterized and the data were reprocessed to remove the effects of the 
small timing 

error. When that reprocessing was perform the Mars Relay signal became 
clearly and unambiguously resolved in the Stanford data at the expected 
Signal strength. Furthermore, the Stanford Antenna with its sensitivity 


observed the Mars Relay mode transition from the continuous wave (CW) 
mode 

to the FM modulated subcarrier mode during the test. Additionally, 
Stanford was able to discern the effects of the obscuration of the Mars 
Relay signal 

in line of sight to the Earth by the motion of the MGS solar panels 
during each orbit. These successful detection results by Stanford 
independently 

confirm the fully functioning operation of the Mars Relay and its ready 
status to support Mars landed operations beginning on 1999-12-03. The 
Stanford tests were conducted by Dr. Ivan Linscott of Stanford, Dr. John 
Callas of JPL, and Dr. Michael Cousins of SRI International. 


As an additional note, this detection by Stanford sets a new World 
record (Solar System record) for the distance an UHF signal has been 
transmitted 

and received, 230 million kilometers, and the first ever detection of an 
UHF signal from Mars. The previous record of 50 million kilometers was 
also 

held by the Stanford 46-meter Antenna.

Here's a method of tinning stranded hookup wire using an ordinary soldering 
iron placed in its holder. The method was originally taught to electronic 
assemblers being certified in high reliability soldering during the late 
‘60's. The procedure uses solder having a center core of flux. With a little 
practice, one can tin stranded hookup wire with quality and reliability 
equal to that obtained by dipping it in a solder pot. 


Step 1. Place one end of a length of un-stripped hookup wire in the 
proper wire gauge jaws on any of a variety of handheld stripping tools. 


Step 2. Engage the stripping tool and cut through the wire insulation 
without nicking the bundled strands underneath. 


Step 3. Actuate the stripping tool to create a small gap between the two 
pieces of insulation. 


Step 4. Remove the stripping tool from the hookup wire. DO NOT use the 
tool to strip insulation from the wire. The bundled wires underneath may 
kink and fray depending on the type of tool used. 


Step 5. Lay the stripping tool down and grasp the wire's uncut end in one 
hand while holding the cut end between the thumb and forefinger on the other 
hand. 


Step 6. While applying a slight amount of tension on the wire, rotate the 
cut insulation between the thumb and forefinger, in the direction the wire 
strands are bundled, so as to separate the insulation from the wire. Be 
careful not to twist the wire strands any tighter than they are already 
bundled. 


Step 7. Momentarily lay the stripped wire aside and place the soldering 
iron in its holder so that the tip protrudes outwardly from holder's 
protective cage. If the holder is a spring apparatus, place the soldering 
iron so it is orthogonally held by the spring. 


Step 8. Wet the soldering iron tip with solder and wipe it clean. 


Step 9. Pick up the wire in one hand and hold it so that the stripped end 
is positioned on the tips' top surface at the soldering iron's free end. 


Step 10. Bring a piece of solder (held in the other hand at an angle of 45 
degrees) in contact with both the stranded wire and the tip of the 
soldering iron. 


Step 11. Draw the piece of solder along the stripped wire so that the 
melted solder, on the tip wicks, into the wire bundle. The proper amount of 


solder used to tin the wire is determined visually. A length of stranded 
wire is properly tinned when one can just see an online of the stranded 
wires below the solder layer. 


Soldering Hint: Never yank a length of solder with a center core of flux off 
its roll. Always cut it off to preserve the ratio of flux to solder.

David. You describe my main station antenna, 120 ft end-fed longwire 
connected to an LDG tuner. My antenna goes about 30 ft semi-vertically from 
basement shack then the horizontally for the rest of the length. In fact I 
have both the QRO and QRP versions of the LDG tuner. They both absolutely 
work great on ALL BANDs. The only suggestion I make is having one 1/4 wave 
insulated wire counterpoise connected to the tuner chassis for each band of 
interest. Mine are out the window and laying on the ground around the edge 
of the house. With my QRP LDG tuner in the field I use the W3EDP 87£t 
end-fed wire and 1/4 wave counterpoise. At my vacation location where no 
antennas are allowed I use a 21 ft end-fed wire with counterpoise. 


I have never seen the tuner fail to find a good match <1.5 SWR if the 
counterpoise was used. I would check with LDG again and see if there wasn't 


a miscommunication regarding their design statement.
